Dutch Tanker 
Is Safe After 


FightingRaider 


Ship That Helped Sink 
Jap Boat Limps 
Into Port. 


CANBERRA, Australia, Nov. 
°26.—(/P)—The Netherlands tanker 
Ondina which teamed with a little 
minesweeper to sink a heavy 
Jananese commerce raider — 
raeched Australia safely, Prime 
Minister John Curtin announced 
toaay. 

The admiralty announced yes. 
terday in London that the Onaina 
and the Bengal, a minesweeper 
of the Royal Indian navy, had 
pitted their two four-inch guns 
against two Japanese raiders and 
had sunk either the 6,863-ton 
Kunikawa Maru or the 
ton Kikoku Maru in an engage- 
ment about 1,000 miles southwest 
of Java. 

Fach raider was reported armed 
with six 5.5-inch guns, torpedo 
tubes and catapault aircraft. 

When the raiders approached 
the Bengal gave battle with her 
lone gun to allow the tanker time 
to escape, but the Ondina’s mas- 
ter refused to flee and instead 
joined the unequal battle. One of 
the raiders soon was sunk. The 
other battered the tanker with 
repeated hits and after the crew 
abandoned ship drove two torpe- 
does into her. 

She didn't sink after the raiders 


left so part of her crew returned, | 


got her engines running and she 
was brought on to port. 


When the raids on London were 
at their worst in November, 1940, 
over’ 150,000 persons slept regu- 
larly in the subway stations.

F. D. R.’s Authority 
_ This has caused some industrial- 
\ists to ask their companies to re- 
duce their salaries and some movie 
Stars to avoid making additional 
pictures for fear their net pay 
would exceed the limit. 

President Roosevelt apparently 
based his authority for the limita- 
tion order largely on the powers 
given him in the economic stabili- 
zation act passed by congress in 
October.

Now Totals 17,252 
WASHINGTON, Nov, 26.—(f)

forces on Guadalcanal Island, the 
Navy announced today. 

While this information was 
given out in a communique, an- 
other department release disclosed 
the Navy’s losses in killed, wound- 
ed or missing as a result of war 
operations in all parts of the 
world totaled 17,252 officers and 
men through November 15. 

This figure was disclosed in 
connection with the release of 
casualty list No. 17 containing, for 
local publication, 
774 dead, wounded 
reported to next of kin November 
1 through November 15. The new 
list included 304 dead, 252 
wounded and 191 missing. 

For the war to date, the Navy 
said, the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard have suffered cas- 
ualties of 4,929 dead, 2,157 wound- 
ed and 10,166 missing. Some of 
those listed as missing eventually 
may be found. 

The air raid reported in the 
communique was the first, so far 
as was known here, that the 
enemy had ventured to make 
against American forces on. Gua- 
dalcanal since his major effort to 
reconquer the southeastern Solo- 
mon island by land, sea and air 
attack two weeks ago was com- 
pletely crushed.

To Maintain the Peace 

It is necessary, in any human community, 
to have a police force, trained men whose duties 
are to protect the law-abiding citizenry, enforce 
the laws and maintain the peace. 

Everybody knows that. were it not for the 
police. criminals would run rampant, society 
would be tossed into the lap of anarchy, no 
property would be safe from the thief, no 
man’s nor woman's person would be safe from 
the thug and the killer. 

What is true of loca) law and order, is equally 
true of international affairs, the society of 
nations. Unless there some force, strong 
enough to command the respect and obedience 
of potential criminality, there will always be 
thugeery and crime between nations. as there 
would be between individuals without the 
patrolman on his beat. 

At the present stage in world development 
and progress, the Axis nations constitute the 
criminals, the gangsters in the society of 
nations. It is they who attack, it is they who 
would rob and loot and kill without excuse, if 
there were none to restrain them. They are as 
much gangsters as the organized criminal bands 
in some American cities. 

It will be necessary, after the war is won 
and the international gangsters have once again 
been disarmed and punished for their crimes, 
to establish some form of an international 
police force to maintain the peace through the 
wears to come. Many of us may not contemplate 
such an organization with pleasure, we may 
complain about the cost of its maintcnance. 

But it is necessary. Without it. the world 
will, inevitably, be faced with recurrent out- 
breaks of gangsterism which will, each, exact 
greater and greater toll of loss, of suffering 
and of death from the would-be peaceful 
peoples. 

That the United States will have to join in 
the formation and maintenance of such a 
world police force, goes without saying. For our 
own well-being and safety, if for no other 
reason, we cannot afford to do otherwise. 

That is why isolationism must go and never 
return. The isolationist, in the future, will be 
only the betrayer of his nation, the one who 
would work with outside thuggery against our 
own people. 

Until such nations as Germany and Japan 
emerge from the spiritual barbarism which 
now rules their policies and ways of thought, 


is 


the world must keep on constant armed guard 
against them, must see that these big-time 
criminals are never again in position to perpe- 
trate crime on world-wide scale.

It was foggy in London on November 11. 
The worst fog in years settled upon the city. 
Arc lights which had not been used since the 
war began in September, 1939, were turned on. 
There was no danger of any enemy plane 
spotting the faintest glimmer from the air. The 
fog was a perfect blackout. 

It is usual among persons who have, per- 
haps, never visited England to falsely imagine 
London as a place of continuous fogginess. 
Nothing could be further from the truth, There 
may be a certain murkiness to the atmosphere 
at certain seasons of the year, but real fog 
comes only on widely separated occasions. So 
rarely, in fact, that inhabitants fix their dates 
by memory of the heavy, pea-soupy fogs. “It 
was the year before the great fog,” they say. 

Thus, in November, 1942, more than three 
years since the beginning of the war and the 
constant, nightly blackouts, a fog comes to 
London of sufficient intensity to permit use of 
the street lights. 

It might have been better, from the stand- 
point of effective blackout, if London had been 
the city of some persons’ imaginings, instead of 
the city it actually is. For, if a real, pea-soup

Livestock constitutes an essen- 
tial factor in proper farming, it is as vital to 
agricultural success as any leg on a three-leg- 
ged stool is vital to upright position. 

The farmer who includes proper proportion 
of livestock in his calculations, needs but little, 
if any, commercial fertilizer. He can add, year 
by year, to the fertility of his soil by proper 
rotation c” each field between pasturage, legume 
crops and crops that deplete the soil. He can 
create a new money crop in form of cattle, hogs, 
sheep or poultry, that will add welcome income 
to the money produced by. other crops of his 
fields. 

The farmer with livestock is the only farmer 
in position to operate his place scientifically 
and, at the same time, practically. Livestock, 
in one form or another, fs as necessary to the 
farm that prospers as the very Soil itself. 

Georgia’s agriculture will improve and ad- 
vance and grow rich only in direct ratio to the 
increase in livestock and its adoption as an 
integral part of every farm program,

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THE WORLD TODAY 
By JAY G. HAYDEN. 
MONARCHIES AFTER WAR? WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.— 


An increasing number of 
European monarchs in exile and royal pretenders, hanging around 
hopefully, suggests the part some of these at least may play in 
the after-war reorganization of Europe. 

The situation most in the limelight at the moment relates to 
Archduke Otto of Hapsburg, who emerged last week as president 
of a military committee for the liberation of Austrians, coincident 
with announcement by Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson that 
an Austrian battalion was being formed in the United States to 
fight the Axis. At a dinner in New York last Friday evening, in 
celebration of the Archduke’s thirtieth birthday, 500 representatives 
of the free Austria movement toasted a United Nations victory as 
Synonymous with the restoration of the Hapsburg dynasty. 

Otto has been living in Washington for some time, and it is 
admitted officially that American government representatives fre- 
quently have talked with him. It is denied, however, that there 
was any thought of boosting him to a throne in connection with 
formation of the Austrian battalion. 


FRENCH PRETENDER American invasion of North Africa 
brought to light the fact that 34- 


year-old Henri of Bourbon-Orleans, @omte de Paris and hereditary 
claimant to the French throne, is living just across the French 
colonial border in Spanish Morocco. French naval. and military 
commanders in North Africa, now co-operating with General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, almost all are said to be royalists, and if 
these officers eventually spearhead an Allied invasion of France 
they may take Prince Henri with them. 

Some of the ablest students of French politics here declare that 
if the French people were to vote today as to what future gov- 
ernment they prefer, a split between royalists, middle-ground re- 
publicans and Communists inevitably would result, and that the 
royalists very possibly might win. 

Whatever may be their attitude toward Otto and Henri, there 
is no mistaking the fact that the American and British governments 
are nurturing the monarchs driven out of their countries by the 
Germans. These include Queen Wilhelmina of the Netherlands, 
King Haakon of Norway, King George of Greece and King Peter 
of Yugoslavia. King Leopold of Belgium may emerge as the most 
popular of all with his own people because he stayed to share their 
suffering. 

Crown Prince Umberto of Ifaly frequently has been mentioned 
as the main hope of establishing stable government in Italy if 
Fascism should be ousted, and there has been much talk of royal 
restoration in Spain. 


ONE KING IN BAD The one King seemingly in bad with 


everybody is Carol of Rumania. Pres- 
ently exiled in Mexico, Carol repeatedly has been refused admit- 
tance either to the United States or Great Britain. 

The question of monarchial restoration, as it may arise when 
the war ends, is illustrated in Yugoslavia, where the banner of King 
Peter is being upheld by General Draja Mikhailovitch’s heroic 
Chetniks, 

In recent months more and more has been heard of another 
group of Yugoslav insurgents, the so-called “Partisans.” Originat- 
ing in Bosnia, these at first were regarded as just plain bandits, but 
lately they have appeared to be under Communist leadership and 
more or less backed by Soviet Russia. Moscow newspapers and 
Communist organs in other parts of the world increasingly have 
assailed General Mikhailovitch as a Fascist tool and praised the 
“Partisan” bands as the only true defenders of the Yugoslav masses. 

This situation suggests that the after-war issue in Yugoslavia 
may. lie between King Peter and General Mikhailovitch, backed 
by Great Britain and the United States, and a Communist regime 
fostered by Moscow. 


DEMOCRACY DISCREDITED The third alternative, of 


\ course, is a republican form 
of government, but this suffered a severe setback in Europe follow- 
ing the first World War. The peacemakers then set up new gov- 
ernments that were politically free, but denied them the economic 
freedom and support that was essential to their perpetuity. The 
effect of this was to discredit democracy and to turn most of Europe 
to totalitarianism in some form. 

Communism held on in Russia and steadily gained strength. 
Italy, Germany, Poland and Spain adopted Fascism. Austria and 
Czechoslovakia were gobbled up by Germany, and Albania was 


snared by Italy. Greece turned 
Germany marched into Poland in

Furope were France, Switzerland, the Baltic states and Finland.

TRAVELING NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 26.—In a trip which 

went to St. Louis, Mo., by one route and back 
Sie far by another, I have seen something of the country’s home

Best sight of all has been the soldiers, all grades, ranks and 
divisions. All living up to their uniform 
whether having fun or just traveling. 

The stories certain groups start going about 
hundreds of drunken soldiers seen in travels 
is a plain falsehood. Army officers tell me 
the draft has brought in the poolroom boys and 
the tin-horn sports who got drunk and gambled 
before they got into the Army. The draft also 
has brought in some of the petty larceny crowd 
whose records weren’t bad enough to keep 
them out. 

They are doing in the Army just what they 
did ovt of the Army. They supply the Army 
with its smal! quota of drunks and trouble 
makers. They make up less than five per cent 
of the Army. The rest of it is going along 
doing its job. More unfair are implications 
from certain quarters that these young Ameri- 
cans need to be surrounded by a lot of pro- 

tective laws merely because they have put on 
the uniform of their country. 

You see them everywhere taking wholesome recreation. They 
take in movies. Most communities have thought it out and given 
them Sunday movies at hours that do not conflict with church 
services. The result is that churches are jammed with soldiers 
in the big camp towns. So are the movies and the homes which 
welcome soldiers. 

Don’t worry about your boy. If he got a good start at home 
and learned to honor his father, his mother and his Maker he 
will come back all right He isn’t facing a lot of temptations he 
can’t meet. He js still the decent young man you sent away, with 
maybe a more serious look on his face. He is thinking. 

The soldiers are the best sight I have seen. 


THE WAR AS AN EXCUSE [In a hotel in the middle of the 
Kentucky apple country, with 


trucks of apples moving aiong the highways, I ordered baked apple 
to start the breakfast. 

The Negro waiter said they were out. 

I sighed and pointed to the inenu which said baked apple. 

“We can’t get them,” he said, “on account of the war.” 

I laughed and let it go. 

The war is serving as an excuse for slack service, but I must 
admit that those operating hotels and restaurants, especially in 
the cities with or near camps have an excellent excuse. 

The war has taken out much of the experienced help. Some of 
the help that has come in is untrained, or badly trained, and the 
rest of it doesn’t care. The waiter who gave the war as an excuse 
was following a pattern. Later on he told me he was new. He had 
been preaching but the waiting wages had gone up, so he had 
quit his pulpit for the dining room and the tray, remembering 
that he also serves who only stands and waits. 

; Getting rooms in hotels is a job, but they can be had. Saturday 
night is a bad time to try in an Army camp town. Men and officers 
who can get leave come in for the weekend. 

Having dinner one night in a dining room where dancing was 
going to be had, I saw on the dance floor a colonel, a sergeant, 
two first class privates, a couple of young lieutenants and a cor- 
poral or so. 

All were eating in the same room, dancing on the same floor. 
We make a lot of fumbles in our effort to be democratic, but nothing 
like that could have come close to happening in any other country. 


The whole country feels better about the war. 

A FEW ITEMS Interesting, too, is the number of “MacArthur” 

. hotels that have sprung into being by the 
simple expedient of having a new sign painted.

In St. Louis I stood by the window of a tattoo artist’s shop and 
watched the boys getting tattooed.

People Resent the Dealer’s Profit 
If They Know How Much It Is 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 

Some millions of Americans have their savings in stocks or 
bonds, and most of them blame the New York Stock Exchange for 
anything that hurts them, yet few of them know whatifhe ex- 
change does—or doesn’t do. 

The stock exchange is an auction house. Its members“Duy and 
sell, for themselves or for customers, by bidding or auctioning— 
as though one should say, “I'll pay 40 cents a dozen for 100 dozen 
eggs,” and another should say, “I'll sell 100 dozen eggs at 45 cents.” 

As each sale is reported, it sets the temporary market price 
for a stock or bond. 

But the exchange deals only in listed stocks and bonds, and ft 
won't list one until it is widely distributed so that somebody some- 
where will always be offering to buy or sell. It can’t risk split- 
second dealing in stocks that are scarce and hard to find. 

If stocks or bonds once listed are no longer available in quane 
tity, they are dropped from the list. The stocks of small corpo- 
rations and the bonds of small towns are not listed—not because 
they are no good, but because they are too limited in number and 
not distributed widely enough to provide a constant market. 

Our people hold over eighty billion dollars worth of stocks and 
bonds that are not dealt in by the exchange. 

How, then, are they bought and sold? In every little city there 
is a dealer in securities who does an “over the counter” business. 
He will buy any security at what he-thinks it worth, and he knows 
where to get any security you desire. Without him, there would 
be no market for the great majority of our stocks and bonds. 

And now SEC plans to cripple or kill this market by requiring 
the dealer to tell customers what he paid for the stocks and bonds 
he sells them—that is, to tell them how much he makes on each 
deal. 

Could the jeweler do business if he had to tell what each ring 
or watch cost him wholesale? Could anybody sell ladies’ coats if 
he had to tell how much he made on each garment? 

If SEC does as it plans, little people who own stocks and bonds 
may have a hard time finding anybody to buy when they wish

I think this sweeping assertion is 
unwarranted and unfounded. I am 
always reluctant to place the past 
ahead of the present in any detail, 
believing that almost everything 
of today is better than everything 
of yesterday, but I feel that I must 
hold out for the bad coffee of the 
old army as badder than anything

Prior to World Vrar I, the Army 
title of champion bad coffee maker 
was won by a cook in the First 
Cavalry, but under rather suspic- 
ious circumstances.

If we ‘had not faced the social questions in the bad days 
through which we have passed and established old age pensions, 
help for the blind and the crippled, there would be many more 
men today with a heavier burden to carry and a less free mind 
with which to face a war. 

If we had not put our financial house in order, we would not 
have earned the confidence we now enjoy in the financial world 
and which is making the carrying of our present burdens not an 
easy, but a possible task. 

I can think of a thousand things in the past for which I am 
deeply thankful, but it is for the future really that I am most grate- 
ful—for the chance to try again to build a decent world; for the 
young people who are S0 much better educated in world affairs 
than we were 20-odd years ago, and who have high — and 
visions, but who stand foursquare and face the realities of life. 

I am grateful for the fact that my country is made up of many 
peoples; that I have an opportunity to show that I really believe

TOKYO (From Japanese Broad- 
casts), Nov. 26.—(4)—Japanese 
newspapers devoted their entire 
front pages today to a report to 
the empire by Saburo Kurusu, 
special envoy to Washington, and 
banner lines said that Kurusu put 
the full responsibility for the war 
in the Pacific on the United 
States. 

The Tokyo radio broadcast that 
Kurusu for the first time made 
| public a report on negotiations he 
‘conducted in concert with Am- 
'bassador Kichisaburo Nomura 
with the United States. 

The Japan Times and Adver- 
tiser (subsidized by the foreign 
office) carried the full text of 
Kurusu’s speech under headlines 
saying that Kurusu branded the 
United States npte of November 
26, 1941, as the “war fuse.” 

General Reaction. 

The Tokyo radio said that the 
general reaction of the Japanese 
people was typified by Dr. Masa- 
taka Ota, member of the house of 
representatives, who declared that 
the people of Japan “are sure to 
relive that emotional climax which 
was built up from November 26 
‘and finally was released December 
'8 with a Japanese declaration of 
war against Britain and the United 
|States.” (This is the Japanese 
‘date of the surprise attack on 
Pearl Harbor.) Dr. Ota concluded 
|with a declaration that that “up- 
‘lifting and wonderful feeling of 
| December 8 will be preserved for- 
‘ever in the memories of the Japa- 


nese.” 


From the tremendous play given 
the Kurusu speech and the com- 
ments by the Japanese it was 
apparent that they were making 
on November 26 the first annl- 
versary of the American note set- 
ting forth the basic principles 
which the United States felt must 
be observed by all nations, includ- 
ing Japan, if peace would be 
maintained in the Pacific. Japan 
answered with the first shots of 
the war in the Pacific.

“We are frankly very much 
startled at the ruling that an em- 
bezzler must appropriate’ the 
money for his own use,” Special 
Prosecutor James A. Branch told 
Judge Moore. 

Solicitor General John A. Boy- 
kin declared it would be useless 
to proceed with the case unless 
the judge put in his charge to the 
jury a definition of the phrase 
“his own use,” which he himself 
interpreted to include “permitting 
others to use state property en- 
trusted to a person as custodian.” 

Without indicating he would 
modify his ruling, Judge Moore 
instructed the jury be taken to 
dinner and be brought back to the

LONDON, Nov. 26.—(4'—Dis- 
gruntied at the British govern- 
ment’s refusal to permit debate 
over Admiral Jean Darlah's posi- |

Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
flatly refused a demand by mi- 
nority members of commons today 
for time to debate a motion dis- 
approving the Darlan deal, which 
President Roosevelt said was mo- 
tivated by wartime expediency. 

In shelving the motion drawn 
up by 11 members, Eden pointed 
out that the issue was “not pure- 
ly, or even mainly, a British ques- 
tion.” since the United States is 
the main military power in north 
Africa. 

Eden did not answer when Wil- 
liam Gallacher, the house’s lone 
Communist member, asked if it 
had been arranged to make Dar- 
lan permanent high commissioner 
of French North Africa.

Soldiers’ Rations. 


There is.no eating off the land 
because, with the exception of a 
few native gardens inland, there 
is little edible growth. 


Consequently the soldiers must 
carry their own rations unless 
they are in an area accessible to 
regular supply lines. 

This is the land in which the 
_Americans are waging their first 
big-scale ground action in the 
Southwest Pacific area since the 
Philippines. 

For seven days they have been 
battling under the worst possible 
conditions. It has rained five 
nights of the seven since they 
moved into the front lines. 

They have eaten cold food day 
after day. 

Behind them other soldiers are 
trying to supply a modern army 
with methods a century old. 

Small coastal boats which run 
in defiance of the Japanese air 
force are unloaded by outrigger 
canoes and canvas rowboats. 

The wounded, loaded into the 
coastal boats by the same canoes 
and rowboats, don’t complain.
